The true. significance of the so-called 
German Revolution is revealed by the 
results of the Prussian elections. When

Federal State held its own National 
Assembly into the bargain, and they all 
accepted Republican Constitutions. The 
Prussian Assembly has been in session 
since March, 1919. It had 401 members, 
of whom 290 belonged to the Government 
bloc of Majority Socialists, Democrats, and 


dominantly Republican in character. The 
new Diet, however, is very different from the 
National Assembly. Altogether, 425 mem- 
bers have been returned. The Majority 
Socialists have lost twenty-eight seats, the 
Catholics have lost six, and the Democrats 
have lost no less than thirty-one out of a 
former total of sixty-one. The Govern- 
‘ment’s losses, therefore, amount to sixty- 
nine seats and its majority of one hundred 
and eleven has shrunk to seventeen. Thus 
the Coalition Ministry is doomed, Large 
gains have been made by the extremists of 
both wings. For the first time in Prussian 
history a Communist Party appears in the 
Diet, with a voting strength of thirty. The 


seats ; consequently the extreme Left is 
richer by thirty-nine votes, The extreme 
Right, on the other hand, has gained 
seventy-one ‘seats, of which thirty-one 
have gone to the absolute Junkers and 
forty to the misnamed Péople’s Party, 
whose lord and master is Herr Hugo 
Stinnes.

The Railway Muddle. 


At the annual meeting of the proprietors 
of the Great Northern Railway yesterday 
the Chairman drew a dismal picture of the 
plight of the Irish companies, When the 
State assumed control of the rail- 
ways they were, with few exceptions, 
paying concerns, and the public was 
well and cheaply served. Four years of 
departmental direction have made a worful 
change, Fares and goods rates have boen 
increased by at least 100 per cent.; the 
service has deteriorated; and the com- 
panies have been reduced to the verge of 
insolvency. Having achieved these results, 
the State proposes to evade the: claim 
for compensation. Sir Eric Geddes 
decrees that control must cease and 
the subsidy must vanish on the stipulated 
day (August 16th), and that from that date 
forward the companies must look to the 
Council of ‘Ireland—a body that has not 
been constituted—for assistance. They must 
“work out their own salvation,” although 
their difficulties are all of the. Govern- 
ments making. The demand that the 
Government shall continue to guarantee 
the net receipts of 1913 until the Ministry 
of Transport has devised ways and means 
to restore the financial equilibrium is a 
demand for bare justice, which ougif to be 
conceded without demur..

The Government is determined to im- | 
pose 4 most irritating and unneces- 
sary procedure upon doctors, chemists, 
farmers, and the country at large. The 
public protest against the Dangerous 
Drugs Regulations leaves the Home Office 
unmoved. As we explained recently, these 
regulations prohibit the sale, save by 
licensed persons*and on a doctor's pre- | 
scription, of substances containing more 
than 0.2 per cent. of morphine or 0.1 | 
per cent. of cocaine. Thus some of the | 
most common preparations are put behind 
a screen of red tape, and farmers may be 
forced to interview their doctors before | 
they can buy a bolus for a sick sow. All| 
the professional organisations involyed— | 
some twenty, including the Pharmaceutical] | 
Society of Ireland and other Irish bodies— | 
have asked the Home Secretary to receive 
a joint deputation on the subject. They 
point out that they are “in complete 
agreement that the regulations. as drafted, | 
are unworkable.’’ For no obvious reason, | 
however, officialism has rejected this 
request. It is wasting time and obscuring 
a simple issue by attempting to meet the

MENT POLICY CONDEMNED, 


The National Conference of the Labour Party 
and Trade Union Congress was held in London 
yesterday. ; 

Mr. Poulton, Chairman of the Parliamentary 
Committee of the Trade Union Congress, who 
presided, said that the attitude of the Govern- 
men towar.ls unemployment was disappointing. 
The employers were making a sinister move in 
the direction of reducing wages. A policy of 
direct action would be sure by its nitude 
to impress the community and the Govern- 
ment, but would it do it in such a way as to 
bring work to those at present unemployed? 
He ventured to say it would have an effect 
very different from what its sponsors desired. 
There wis a further suggestion that a one-day 
stoppage should take piace, which weuld have 
the merit of self-sacrifice; and another gow 
tion was that they should continue to bomba 
the Government and continue their gs SN 
for work and maintenance through the Press, 
meetings, and Parliamentary representatives, 
The last wggestion was, he thought, the one 
most likely to achieve reste. 

Mr. Glynes, M.P., said that the Labour Party 
wanted majorities in the House of Commons, 
but had not got them, Their hands would ve 
enormously strengthened by Labour victories in 
the by-elections. The Labour Party must fight 
for something better than the amendment to 
the Unemployed Insurance Act, which gave 18s. 
a week to men. It was stated im the King’s 
Speech that the problem of unemployment 
could not be solved by legislation, The King’s 
Bpeech last year and the year before gave most 
solemn promises to unemployed that the 
problem would be dealt with and the spectre of 
unemployment removed from our vision, 

ELECTORS’ SUPPORT NEEDED,

MEN AND BOOKS. 


At a time when people minds rest less 1. 
hooks than ordimarily a talk on “ Books for the 
Multitude,’ by a confirmed booklover (Mr. 4. 
Ó Neill, Librarian of University College), under 


'ihe auspices of the Education and Citizenship

Conference, at the Shelbourne Hotel vesterday, 
came as a drink to a thirsty man. Mr, O’Newt 
discussed the history of the printed book in the 
interesting style that belongs by nature to men 
who have long becn its sympathetic assdciate. 
He estimated Irish manuscripts and ;rimting at 
their right value in the development of the 
means of learning. Specimens of block letters 
and early Continental printing were exhibited, 
and, in addition, books issued in Irish characters 
from the presses of Rome (1676), Louvain’ (1728), 
and Parke (1742). The speaker then-treced the 
familiar outlines of literature in Ireland. dis- 
cussed the use of books, and the contents of 
some of the chief libraries in Dublin, He 
emphasised the necessity of having guides to 
collections of books in Dublin, and cne of the 
most important of his suggestions was that 
school-children, at one stage of their education. 
should be taught how to make effective use of 
the books and other means of learning at their 
disposal in the public libraries, 

In the discussion thai followed, it was pointed 
out that the controllers of libraries—especially 
Garnegie Libraries—in the country districts 
closed. those institutions at hours when the 
workpeople would be most free to consult them; 
also that they were used as dance hails. 

Mr. O’Neill*suggested that this was explained 
by the fact that after many of the library 
bufldings were erected no rates were struck to 
provide books for them, and sdded that in 
those instances there was scope for ‘the public 
spirit of: rich landowners to display itself.

The annual meeting of the proprietors of 
the Great Northern Railway Company (Ireland) 
was held in the Aberdeen Hall, Gresham Hotel, 
Dublin, yesterday. The Chairmen (Mr. Fane 
Vernon, D.L,.) presided, and there were also 
present :—Mr. iliam P. Cairnes (Deputy 
Chairman), Mr. J. Milne Barbour, Mr. W. B.

THE CHAIRMAN. 

The Chairman, in moving the edoption of 
the annual report (already published) and state- 
ment of accounts, referred to the death of one 
of their directors, Mr. James T. Reade. It was 
not proposed to fill the vacancy on the board, 
which now consisted of eleven directors, as 
compared with twelve at the date of their last 
meeting, and thirteen a short time before. 
Passing on to give particulars of the mainten- 
ance and renewal of way and works and rolling 
stock, the chairman said that they hed in the 
“gw year completely renewed 454 miles, of which 
1 represented arrears incurred through their in- 
ability, owing to circumstances po out o 
the war, to carry out the full renéwal pro- 
gramme during the years 1916-1919. The cost 
of both materials and labour had been so enor- 
mous that a mile of renewal, which in 1913 cost 
£1,914, cost last year £5,402. They criflfied 
70,000 cubic vards of ballast, raised from their 
quarries at Goraghwood and Keady, and the 
output would have been greater but for 
the fact that the quarries were entirely 
closed down for three weeks, besides 
several shorter interruptions, all due to the 
difficulties in connection with the use of ex- 
plosives. No considerable building works had 
been carried out during the year. 

ROLLING. STOCK. 

Out of twenty new engines ordored in 
February. 1919, to replace old ones due for re- 
newal, they had at last received three by the 
end of 1920. Since that date eleven more had 
been delivered, and they expected to receive 
the remaining six during the next four months. 4 
Ten carriages and 205 =$waggons ha 
been renewed at Dundalk works. Of 

155 waggons which, as he stated 
at the last shareholders’ meeting, re- 
mained to be delivered on capital account, 151 
had been received up to the 3lst December 
last. The cost of these, upwards of £51,000, 
had to be provided within the year. lieme of 
this kind, together with the amounts which 
were locked up in coal and stores, at the pre- 
seni high prices, were beginning to cause no 
small financial difficulty. It must he remem- 
bered that the agreement entered into with 
the Government, while providing for payment 
of the 1913 net receipts, made no arrangement 
for financing any such capital payment as that 
of the waggons above mentioned, nor for meet- 
ing the enormous rise in the price of coal (now 
more than thrée and « half times what it was 
in 1913) and other stores. The finding of casb., 
or “till money,” for these and other purpose 
must become a very serious problem in the near 
future. As they were aware, the capital ac- 
count owed revenue nearly £450,000, a large 
part of which was in respect of outlay spread 
over the last five or six years, during which it 
was impossible to raise money by the issue of 
stock. In order to meet partially the difficulty 
of the situation they had already realised some 
of their invested funds. -He mentioned this 
only in order that the shareholders might un- 
derstand the difficdlties which, from time to 
time, confronted the directors in providing the 
necessary cash payments, and which were now 
being experienced by all the larger companies, 
even those as financially strong as theirs. 

WAGES AND HOURS. 

The burden caused by the increase in 
wages, and by the conditions of service im- 
posed upon railway companies under the various 
successive orders of the Government, continued 
to grow. The establishment of the “ eight- 
hour day,” which had necessitated the employ- 
ment of a great many more men in all depart- 
nfents, had been followed “by a standardisation 
of wayes, thus adding to this burden; and, as 
tlús had been put into force universally, ir- 
respective of the nature and extent of the work 
to be dome, results had followed which in some 
cases would be ludicrous if they were not so 
serious. For instance, there was a crossing near 
Moira at which, in pre-war times, the, weekly 
wages of two gate-men amounted to £1 &.; the 
present weekly remuneration of three men 
was £12 3s. 9d, an increase of 770 
per cent. The fact that the average number 
of vehicles whieh crossed the line at this place 
in a wéek was two, illustrated the absurdity of 


the wholesale application of the “ eight-hour 
day.” It was estimated that the wages of the 
Irish railways, which in 1913 amounted to 
about one and a half millions, would in 1921, 
at the present-day rates, upwards of 
£6,300,000, an increase of 4j millions, or about 
300 per cent. He need not say that when the 
Irish railways were returned to their owners 
at the expiration of control there would be, as 
a whole, unable to pay these enormous wages. 
In fact, some of them migl.t not he able to pay 
even their working expenees. The total amount 
of salaries and wages paid by that compapy 
for the year ending the 3lst December last wae 
£1,406,000, as compared with £1,098,000 in 1919, 
and £357,000 in 1913, and they were still going 
up, though hopes were held out that a decrease 
would begin after the 3let March owing to the 
operation of the “ cost of living ” eliding scale. 
This would, however, have but a slight effect 
upon the company’s total wages bill. 
THE MUNITIONS STRIKE. 

In the summer and autumn some of their men 
refused to deal with Government traffic. Apart 
from the fact that railway companies were 
‘‘common carriers” it was obvious that to allow 
railwaymen to decide what traffic should go 
and what should not go would be fatal 


to the welfare of any civilised community— 
(hear,’ hear)—so they had no course open to 
them but to dismiss these men, who fortunately 
formed but a small fraction of thé operative 
staff. In all 117 disobeyed orders in this way, 
and were dismissed; most of these had since 
changed their minds, had made application for 
re-employment, and had been taken back into 
the eervice on their signing an undertaking to 
obey orders and do their duty in future. It 
was fair to assume that very few would have 
refused duty but for the aimosphere of intimi- 
dation which so generally prevailed at the time, 
but a small proportion had no such excuse, and 
these had not been taken back. Their services 
were not, in amy case, required, owing to the 
recent decline in traffic. The company were for- 
tunate in having a large number of loyal and 
courageous employés, and with the assistance of 
these men, who by their action exposed them- 
selves to, and in many cases suffered by, in- 
timidation, and such serious assaults as beat- 
ing, shooting, tarring, and kidnapping, all Go- 
vernment traffic was carried. He thought that 
the thanks of the company were due to these 
men. (Applause.) The public also were in- 
debted to them for the satisfactory service 
which they made it possible to maintain on 
most parts of the line, though certain sections 
had to he closed for a time, as it had be- 
come dangerous to the company’s servants to 
keep them working. 


FUTURE OF IRISH RAILWAYS. 

A recent deputation of Irish railway directors 
to the Minister of Transport showed that, 
though, in the present state of the country, it 
was difficult to make a reliable estimate of the 
financia] position as it would be on the with- 
drawal of the existing Government guarantee, 
it was certain that the Irish railwaye would be. 
either es a whole or as individual concerns, 
unable to continue the present conditions of 
service or rates of wages, and that many com- 
panies would be unable to earn even their bare 


working expenses. It represented that :—(a) 
The problem of restoring financial equilibrium 
in the case of the Irish railways, as in Great 
Britain, should be undertuken durimg the period 
of Government control—(hear, hegr)—and, as a 
means towards this end, the existing scales of 
pay and conditions of service should be revised 


v the Minister of Transport. (Hear, hear.) 
(b) The general principles upon which rates and 
charges are to be fixed in future should be 
common -throughout the United Kingdom. (c) 
The operation of the Government Guarantee 
of 1915 net ary ay should be extended for 
such time as will gata Sb To! ascertain 
the effect, under normal conditiong in Ireland, 
of the increased fares and rates; (2) To re- 
duce wages and modify conditions of service as 
may be found necessary; and (5) to escértain 
the extent of additional assistance (if any) re- 
quired to restore the financiel equilibrium of 
the Irish Railway Companies, (Applause.) The 
Minister replied to the effect that under no 
circumstances cou.d the guarantee of net receipts 
be continued after the 15th August next; that, 
having regard to the recently sanctioned in- 
crease in rates and fares, he did not believe 
that the position of the Irish companies would 
be so bad as it had been represented to be; 
that there was a pericd of depression in every 
trade or business, and that the companies would 
not expect always to meintain the high divi- 
dends of 1913; that he was quite prepared to 
provide in the coming Transport Bill for a pool 
of all the Irish railway receipts for a limited 
time—say, six months after the 15th August, 
192i—so as to allow the Council of Ireland, 


which was to take over the railways, to get 
to work; “ afterwards,”’ he said, “ Ireland must 
work out her own salvation.” The deputation 
found themselves quite unable to agree with the 
views expressed by the Minister, and had >

THE DISCUSSION. 

Mr. A. Lloyd Blood, Chairman of the Irish ' 
Stockholders’ Protection Association, said that 
unquestionably this was a very critical time. 
The report was a little disquieti as he ob- 
served that their receipts on t passenger 
traffic were considerably down, and the ' 
tonnage was also considerably depressed. That 
was an alarming feature on the part of a com- 
pany carrying such @ reputation for prosperity 
as the Great Northern. The figures did not 
compare favourably with those of other rail- 
ways, whose meetings he had attended. It was 
perfectly obvious that control ended en the 
15th August. Their claims had oen reserv 
by the Government of Ireland Act. That was 
a most important matter, and ‘he thought that 
that Board, in common with other Boards, were 
entitled to get credit for having got that clause 
inserted. (Hear, héar.) 

Mr. J. Kilpatrick (Belfast), who spoke at 
considerable length, and wag frequently inter- 
rupted, asked what would be the policy of to 
directors on the 15th August as regards oxces- 
sive fares charged for passengers and excessive 
rates charges for goods. (A Voico—‘ Prema- 
ture."’) He referred to the reductions in the 
first and second class passenger traffic, and said 
that if the railways were continued under pre- 
sent conditions for another five years, they 
would have no traffic at all. The board must 
decide between control and loss of traffic. 
Motor traffic had been created owing to the 
high rates charged for goods. Pilfering of 
goods had also proved another great loss. 
Fifty years ago a cartage boundary was struck 
in Bélfast, but it had never been changed 
since, and if carting agents took goods outsi le 
that boundary, they charged what they liked. 
and were doing it. He went on to sav that the 
policy of the directors was best reflected in tle 
money market. The real live policy of the cein- 
pany consisted in keeping up the shares in the 
market. (Laughter.) One great blot in con- 
nection with the staff was the absence of techni- 
cal training on their part. There was a por- 
tion of the staff which really did not know their 
business. (Cries of “Oh.”) The speaker vas 
continuing when there were loud cries of “Sit 
down,” and he was compelled to resume his 
seat. 

Sir T. Callan Macardle, D.L., expressed his 
appreciation of the staff. These were, critica] 
times, and they did not know whether they 
would be under Westminster, Dail Eireann, 
Northern or Southern Ireland after the 15th 
August next. The present passenger and goods 
rates were oppressive, and traders could not 
deveiop their business under these conditions. 

Mr. McConnell hoped that all shareholders 
would join the Irish Shareholders’ Protection 
Association, and said that Sir Eric Geddes was 
killing the railways, and, if allowed to on, 
there would not, he was afriad, be much left. 

THE GOVERNMENT DOLE. 

Mr. Cox asked what was the amount of the 
dole received from the Government last year. 
It would give the stockholders some indica- 
tion of how they stood. He understood tliat 
when the Government took over the railways 
they guaranteed the 1913 receipts, and also that 
they would give back the property in the same 
condition that they found it. He held that 
they had torn up their agreement with the 
shareholders. The Government had got «a 
prosperous company—the most prosperous and 
the best equipped in Ireland—and what were 
they handing back? A bankrupt concern (No, 
No,. Yes, said Mr. Cox, amid continued cries 
oi “no, and you are charging rates to-day 
which you. cannot maintain. The rates on 
goods at present were prohibitive and were 
driving the traffic on to the roads or sea. 

Mr. O’Hare, Warrenpoint, referred to the 
Belfast boycott, and said that the shareholders 
were suffering thereby. It would “be to their 
advantage if influence were brought to bear to

THE YEAR’S OUTLOOK. 

A special meeting of the Dublin Corporation 
was held yesterday, and the Lord Mayor, Alder- 
wan Laurence O'Neill, was installed in office for 
the year ending 22nd February, 1922. The 
number of members present was only slightly 
above a quorum. 

‘The Lord Mayor said that before expressing 
his thanks he had a sad duty to perform. They 
would notice on the agenda a change in the 
presidency of the Court of Conscience. He had 
received a letter from the President, Mr. Devlin, 
yesterday morning stating that he was not in 
the best of health, and last evening he had re- 
ceived a telephone message stating that he was 
dead. Mr. Devlin had: been an honoured mem- 
ber of that Council for three or four years, and 
had taken an active part in what he considere1 
the best course in politics. The Lord Mayor 
moved a resolution expressing the Council’s deep 
regret at the death of Mr. Devlin and sympathy 
with his relatives. 

Mr. P. 8. Doyle seconded, and the resolution 
“was passed, all the members standing. 

The Lord Mayor, in expressing his thanks to 
the Council for his re-election, said that in an, 
assembly like that Corporation, which had its 
finger on the pulse of what was going on 
throughout the country, it was not necessary to 
point out the perils and dangers to which every- 
one in the country was at present subjected. It 
was hardly necessary to draw a picture of the 
harrowing atrocities that were being perpetrated 
in Ireland in the name of law and order. In 
the long history of British rule in Ireland, 
never had the people been subjected to the per- 
secutions that they were now suffering. 

The members of that Council should realise 
that they were the inheritors of the rights, 
privileges, and obligations handed down to n ago 
and they should be very careful in their actions 
and not fritter away any of those advantages. 
They must watch the interests of the poor, and 
see that no man or woman was dismissed from 
work on the issue of false economy. Though 
their responsibilities, especially on the question 
of unemployment, were great, far greater re- 
sponsibilities rested on the shoulders of em- 
ployers and of employés, particularly where 
there was plenty of work—and there was plenty 
of work in Dublin at present. 

In the past year, said his lordship, marty of 
their colleagues had been taken from them, \and 
were still absent through no fault of their own, 
particularly Alderman William Cosgrave. About 
twenty members of the Corporation, and 
thousands of men, women, and children, scat- 
tered throughout the couniry, had been ar- 
rested, thrown into. jail, and left for months 
without any charge being preferred against 
them. These, as he had had the temerity to 
say on previous occasions, were acts which hit 
at, the principles of liberty. 

Referring to the taking over by the military 
of the City Hall and Municipal Buildings, his 
lordship said he was not sorry that the Cor- 
poration had been evicted, becausc, except for 
the comfort of the Council Chamber, the offices 
were never suited for such an important body 
as the Dublin Corporation. Their eviction from 
the offices would be found to be a blessing in 
disguise, as the business would never be faith- 
fully carried out, properly eupervised, dieciplined 
and co-ordinated, which could only be done 
under the one roof. Until that time came, the 
offices should be transferred to the Mansion 
House, and he believed that in consequence it 
would save the ratepayers between £25,000 and 
£30,000 a year. The Corporation had had to cut 
down expenses almost to breaking point. Of the 
vast sums collected in rates, large amounts were 
handed over to outside bodies, over which the 
Corporation had no immediate control. He was 
afraid thet in the coming year the city rates 
would be somewhat higher, owing largely to 
the withholding from the Corporation of the 
immense sumts of money that the Government 
owed it, and which it had refused to give. 
Owing, also, to the increased demands made by 
the asylum and the union, it was only to be 
expected that a higher rate would be necessary.

There were certain 
claims which could only be claimed at the.end-ef 
contract—-the restoration of their stores and 
stocks and the balance due for renewal and 
maintenance. There must be a final account for 
them, and until the end of control they could 
not possibly say what that amount might be. 
Their policy was to keep digging. Tili they saw 
the Transport Bill they could not know where 
they were. They might have to ask to see the 
Prime Minister. A shareholder had said that the 
rates and fares were unfair. So also were the 
increase of wages; but they should remember 
that these thipgs were carried by ordersfrom the 
Government. He had,been asked whether the 
company, if left to itself, would be in a posi- 
tion to pay its way. That was a difficult ques- 
tion to answer. From all the informetion he 
had got from the experts, he believed that if 
they “were on their own, and not interfered 
with as regards the question of fates and fares, 
and generally allowed, as Sir Eric Geddes said, 
to work their own salvetion, their company 
would be able to hold their own. When he said 
rates and fares, he should say wages and condi- 
tions of service as wéll. The Government dona- 
tion for the last year was £463,000; and, with 
reference to one remark of a shareholder, he 
should say they were not bankrupt, and he was 
sure the sharehoder would take that back. 
(Applause.) 

The*report was then adopted.

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DR. GREGG AND THE CHURCH’S 
TASK. 

At a special Service in St. Ann’s Church, Dub- 
lin, yesterday afternoon the Rev. J. W. Crozier 
was instituted Incumbent in succession to .the 
Rev. Canon Day, recently appointed Bishop of 
Ossory. A large number of clergy, including 
the Bishops of Meath and Ossory, took part in 
the ceremony, which was performed by the 
Archbishop of Dublin. There was a representa- 
tive congregation present. 

The Archbishop took a seat near the aitar, 
and the new Rector was presented by the Arch- 
deacon of Dublin, The Registrar read a 
certified statement of the appointment, and the 
new Rector made the customary declaration. 
The formal institution ceremony was then per- 
formed by the Archbishop. 

THE ARCHBISHOP OF DUBLIN. 

The Archbishop said that their new Incum- 
bent was known to many of them. He came to 
a parish where he had worked for some years, 
and had won the affection of many parishioners. 
He knew the spirit of the parish; he knew its 
traditions. Since he had been there he had 
passed through a very stern experiemct in con- 
nection with his service in the great war, service 
the fruits of which wodld abide with him al 
his days, and would add ripeness and wisdom to 
his ministry among them. The parishioners 
owed a duty to their clergyman: they should 
pray for him without fail. Did they realise 
what was the position of a parish priest? If a 
man was in earnest about his people and his 
work, there was a perpetual tension. He was 
brought into touch with a large number of 
homes. He entered into their most secret in- 
tereste, their joys and their sorrows, their hopes 
and their disappointments, their new starts; 
their back-slidings, their tragedies, and, if he 
was a human being, if he had human sympathy, 
those things became part of the man himself; 
he. lived with them, he carried them about with 
him in his heart. That was the price oi priest- 
hood—to be afflicted with the afflictions of one’s 
people. Therefore, their ba were asked 
that their new minister might be helped to bear 
his burdens, and reccive the spiritual replenish- 
ment which he needed. 

A particular importance attached to the in- 
stitution of an Incumbent to the parish of St. 
Ann’s. The church occupied a central position 
in the city, and as many of the congregation 
lived outside the parochial boundaries it pos- 
sessed a wide range of spiritual influence. He 
trusted that it would be a stout witness for 
public righteousness in these anxious days in 
which they were living. Their Church had a 
great work before it in Ireland. Many were 
asking, wistfully, if they of the Church of Ire- 
land could justify the great name that they had 
inherited.

Accord- 
ingly, I would call upon the worshippers in our 
ychurches to takp long views, and to m@ke pro- 
vision for the future.” It is interesting to note 
that last vear the Diocesan Inspector visited 
170 primary schools, and examined 7,800 chil- 
dren in religious knowledge. Thirty-nine Sun- 
day schools were also visited, and £130, one- 
fifth of the income, was distributed among the 
parishes in grants towards Sunday school work.
